Lists of all railroad men who 
were members of the Communist Labor 
and Communist parties were sought, 
and names of all railroad men opposed 
to the present management of the 
brotherhoods were also collected. Meet- 
ings were held in New York, Chicago, 
and other places, at which the plans 
were laid. 

“The basic agitation of these leaders 
was the destruction of the railrtvad 
brotherhoods, the pemoval of their lead- 
ers, and the one big union. 

“At first it was intended that the 
7. W. W. should not publicly figure in 
the strike, but John Grunau in Chicago 
deviated from the original plans and 
allowed the men to split the strikers 

-jnto four-separate organizations. This 
eaused some dissension, which has re- 
sulted in the movement for the rail-| 
road workers’ one big union. 

Grunau Goes Too Far. 

“Several conferences were held at 
the I. W. W. headquarters in Chicago 
and at other headquarters in that city. 
Grunau had gone too far with the four 
organizations to turn back and the only 
way the one big union could be put 
over was through the railway shopmen, 
who would be urged to strike under the 
one big. union banner and then force 
Grunau’s organization to follow suit, 
' reorganize, and make it one big union.

“ So far as organization control goes, 
the permanent committee of the or- 
zanization is to be composed either of 
members of the I. W. W. or those who 
would take orders from the duly ac- 
credited members of the oné big union 
movement.” 

Martens, mentioned by Attorney 
General Palmer as being «a factor in 
the outlaw strike, was declared today 
by the senate committee which inves- 
tigated hi? case to be a German sub- 
ject “and, in consequence, an enemy 
alien.”

Mr. Sullivan in responding to cam- 
paign attacks upon him as “the gas 
man” used to inquire what harm the 
Ogden company had ever done. 

“The only thing it ever did to the 
people of Chicago,” he used to say, 
“was to reduce permanently the price 
of gas from $1.10 to 90 cents a thou- 
sand feet and to pay for that privilege 
3% per cent of its gross receipts, its 
franchise being the first public utility 
franchise in Illinois to carry a compen- 
sation clause.

Gas Cut to 85 Cents. 


Ogden Gas was not so rich as the 
Peoples, but it had more political 
fpower. In the general assembly Roger 
Sullivan always managed to have a 
number of followers. In 1905 the gas 
“regulator” bill Was taken to Spring- 
field by the reformers. The downstate 
utilities crawled out from the measure, 
but Mr. Sullivan accepted it. A reform 
measure it was, but it placed control 
of the lighting utilities in the hands of 
the city council instead of the legisla.

This hostility became open and gen- 
eral on’the third and fourth days. 

At a meeting the Turks announced 
that if the Armenians would surrender 
iheir arms and would fly the Turkish 
flag they would be safe... The Arme- 
nians refused because they did not 
trust the Turks. The Turks then 
seized several hostages, including Dr. 
Sheppard. She was released, however, 
when the Armenians seized several 
Turks. | 

When the Armenians took the Turks 
a mob collected in the Christian quar- 
ter. This was dispersed by Armenian 
rifle firey which caused several cas- 
ualties among the Turks. This shoot- 

ing precipitated the general fighting. 


Armenians Lose Valor.

DISCIPLINE AND THE AMERICAN 


SOLDIER. 
One of the outstanding effects of the experience 
of the A. E. F. was a pretty general hostility among 
civilian soldiers to regular army officers. It is 
true that in every army soldiers dislike their of- 
ficers in the main. 

The reasons lie deep in human nature and the 
chief of these probably is the fact that war in- 
volves extreme hardship, a violent change from 
the routine of civilian life, the necessity for strict- 
est discipline, and the effect on the nervous system 
of great danger and the irksome performance of 
exacting duties. ‘Upon the American with his high 
nervous organization and his habit of unlimited 
freedom in civilian life this effect must be even 
greater than upon a race accustomed to class dis- 
tinctions and to a far greater degree of discipline in 
civil life. 

It is not surprising, therefore, that the buck pri- 
vate of the A. E. F. came home with a well de- 
veloped grouch. This was aggravated no doubt 
by conditions of inconvenience and discomfort 
brought about by our want of preparation, our in- 
experience, and the short time given us to put an 
enormous body of men in the field in a country as 
distant in miles as in customs and physica] condi. 
tions. It was also caused by tactlessness among 
officers and a wrong conception of discipline. 

In the course of time intelligent members of the 
A. E. F. will come to make allowance and their 
judgment of their superiors will be fairer and 
more moderate than itis now. But it is what they 
think and feel now that counts, for it has affected 
important legislation for the national defense. It 
is especially important that this problem shall be 
solved now that congress proposes a voluntary 
system of training. If our young men are to be in- 
duced to volunteer for the camps a good dea] must 
ybe done toward removing prejudice and making 
their experience pleasant. 

This the more thoughtful members of the regular 
army realize and they are inquiring into their own 
responsibilities and find that they are not altogether 
without fault. The old army methods they found 
were suitable in some respects to 
of a civilian army. Many officers adopted a tone of 
harshness and marked distinction toward the en. 
listed man and of superciliousness toward Officers 
fromh civilian life. This has been bitterly resented. 
and the regular army lost friends instead of making 
them.

is certain that American psyehology calls for 
an Aiherican system of discipline, whatever the sys- 
tém in foreign armies may have been. The Amer 
ican, as Gen. Lincoln C. Andrews points out in his 
admirable book on “ Leadership and Military Train- 
ing,” must be reached through an appeal te his 
intelligence and self-respect. We rely upon an army 
of citizens and we must build our system ef discl- 
plirie on citizen self-respect, not upon the impost- 
tion of an authority descending from abeve. The 


from. the soldier’s own sense of responsibility 
awakened by appeal to his brain and conscience. 
Gen. Andrews’ conception is of a democratic soldier, 
an armed freeman, and from this we believe the 
best kind of discipline can be evolved, one that will 
withstand greater shocks and harder strain than 
the mechanical obedience of the soldier of Frederick 
or Wallenstein. 

Under such a system the American youth will 
gain as a man and a citizen by his military train- 
ing and the only serious objection to such training 
will lose its weight. 


. THE PREFERENCE VOTE. 

The primary assures the official vote of the state 
to Governor Lowden. Doubtless the preferential 
vote was sufficiently favorable to send him into 
the convention with the prestige of an emphatic 
indorsement from his own people. On the other 
hand, the vote for General Wood ought to sat- 
isfy his adherents’ reasonable hopes. An energetic 
campaign on his behalf in a region where Roosevelt 
progressivism was and is strong brought good re 
sults. 

The most striking feature of the preference test, 
however, was the large vote cast for Hiram John- 
son. Considering that the namie had to be written 
in and that there had been no active campaign in 
hjs interest 40,000 votes make an impressive show- 
ing. 
Careful analysis of this phenomenon cannot yet 


approval, in some wards issuing instructions im his 
favor. Johnson algp drew doubtless on the progres- 
sive vote, but it ie also certain that his uncompro- 
mising attitude opposing the treaty brought him a 
large following among the Irish and German Ameri- 
cans. Still another factor was his strength with 
labor manifested likewise in the east. 

Governor Lowden may consider that the enmity 
shown by the Lundin-Thompson faction will be an 
asset in the convention more than counterbal- 
ancing the loss of the votes of Johnson, and on the 
same theory Johnson’s remarkable success may be 
considerably discounted. 

The primary, more than anything else, {llustrates 
the absence of any powerful set of the political 
currents within the party and emphasizes the prob- 
ability that the convention will begin with its choice 
very much in doubt. Meanwhile it is to be hoped 
that factional and personal zeal and self-interest will 
be tempered by the broader considerations of party 
success and that competition will be kept within 
bounds of good feeling and fairness. Acrimonious 
disputes and recriminations will be resented by 
every one who has party success and public good 
at heart. All of the leading candidates are able 
and high minded men any one of whom the party 
may be proud to offer to the American people. 


SIZE VERSUS QUALITY. 

The athletic director of the University of Illinois 
says: “ When I first came here we had 2,000 stu- 
dents. Now there are about 8,000, but it is harder 
to find a basebal team among the throng of today 
than it was then.” 
Henry Smith Pritchett of the Carnegie Founda- 
tion for the Advancement of Teaching, in his an- 
nual report says: 

“College salaries have been diluted enormously 


by the tendency of most college faculties and gov- 
erning bodies to bid for students by extending the 
curriculum over the whole field of knowledge—a 
process which means great increase in the num- 
ber of teachers’ and the consequent 
of salaries.”

Bhe athletic director beliqgges his difficulty in 
finding materia! for a high grade ball team lies in 
the fact that “ the high schools are not playing bal! 
as they used to.” Dr. Pritchett is thinking of 
teaching and of scholarship. But both statements, 
from different angles, combine to raise an interest- 
ing question: To what extent are our universities 
affected by the standard of size rather than the 
standard of quality? Have they been competing 
for numbers of students rather than for the at- 
tainment of high standards of achievement? And 
what is the proper aim of such an institution as 
a university, whether privately endowed or main- 
tained by the state? Is it quantity production or 
quality production? Is it to attract the greatest 
possible number of gtudents, regardless of the fit- 
ness of the individual for higher education; or is it 
the education and training of special fitness? 

These are important questions. Perhaps our 
university managements have considered them 
maturely and are following out a well reasoned 
policy. We hope so. Atnong a people saturated 
with the ideal of equality, or at least the ideal of 
equal opportunity, the tendency must inevitably 
be to offer the possibilities of the highest intellec- 
tual attainment to the greatest number. But this 
tendency, if not wisely directed, must result in 
great waste of means and effort, tn bitter disap- 
pointment, and in the turning from useful em- 
ployment of many young people who are unable 
to make good use of college opportunities and 
who are inclined by their college experience away 
from the work in the world for which they are 
by nature fitted. We have the public schools of 
the primary and secondary grades for the dis- 
semination of general education. Is it not the espe- 
cial function of the university, as a school of higher 
learning, to fit special abilities for special responsi- 
bilities and for leadership? '

The truth is that cupidity, selfishness, envy, 
malice, lust, vindictiveness, are constant vices of 
human nature. They are not confined to classes 
or to nations or to particular ages of the world. 
They present themselves in the palace, in the par- 
liament, in the academy, in the church, in the 
workshop and in the hovel. They appear in autoc- 
racies, theocracies, aristocracies, democracies, and 
ochiocracies all alike. They change their masks 
somewhat from age to age, and from one-form of 
society to another. All history is only one long 
story to this effect: men have struggled for power 
over their fellow-men in order’that they might win 
the joys of earth at the expense of others and 
might shift the burdens of life from their own 
shoulders upon those of others.

When you tell a physician by his prac 
tice of giving a little medicine he {ts lay- 
ing the foundation for the patent medi- 
cine evil, he replies that the patient ex- 
pects to get some medicine at the first 
visit and the only way to satisfy him is 
to give him some. 
The wrong notion on the part of the 
patient is catered to by the doctor and 
he in turn by his indifferent reaction 
‘builds up the habit of medicine taking on 
which rests the patent medicine evil. 
A better illustration of a vicious circle 
could not be thought of. In the long run, 
doctors would be better off if they told 
their patients who needed no medicine 
flatly that they wpuld not prescribe 
medicine for them. The physicians 
might as well understand that the pub- 
lic's custom of buying and using patent 
and proprietary medicines and refilled 
prescriptions will mever change materi- 
ally until the physician quits prescribing 
except sparingly and with great discrimi- 
nation.

Washington, D. C., April 14.—Unless 
congress makes an immediate appropria- 
tion of $15,000,000 for the public health 
service, 72,000 mentally deranged former 
soldiers will be without care and treat- 
ment, the American Legion's legislative 
committee declared today in a statement 
urging quick action. 

The service now is treating approx!- 
mately 4,000 of these cases, half of which 
are in leased institutions, the statement 
said. In some instances it was charged 
that the men were “herded with the 
criminal insane.” 

“ Unless congress makes provision for 
their care,” the committee also said, 
“approximately 60,000 men suffering 
from tuberculosis will not have the care 
and consideration they shoul¢ receive 
from a grateful nation for whe™ they 
fought.”

MIGHT NOT BE ELIGIBLE. 

Chicago, April 14—[To the Friend of 
the People.J—As I understand it, there 
are only two sources of citizenship, birth 
and naturalization, and a child born out 
of the limits of the United States, whose 
parents are and continue to be citizens of 
the United States, bécomes a citizen of 
the United States by birth. 
Will you please advise whether, in your 
opinion, a ehild who so becomes a citizen 
of the United States by birth is a “ nat- 
ural born” aitizen of the United States 
and is, therefore, eligible to the gffice of 
president of the United States? 8. H. B. 


The constitution of the United States pro- 
vides: 

“All persons born or naturalized in the 
United States and subject to the jurisdiction 
thereof are citizens of the United States and 


of the state wherein they reside.” 

This would indicate that “natural born” 
Atizens are born in the United States. Sec- 
tion 1,993, R. 8. U. 8., provides as follows: 

“ AU children heretofore born or hereafter 
born out of the limits and jurisdiction of the 
United States, whose fathers were or may be 
at the time of their birth citizens thereof, are 
declared to be citizens of the United States; 
but the rights of citizenship shall not descend 
to children whose fathers never resided in the 
United States.” 

It is believed that if section 1,093 were not 
on the statute book a @hild born of an Ameri- 
can parent outsitie the jurisdiction of the 
United States would not be a citizen of the 
United States The rights of citizenship of 
such a child are circumscribed by section 6 


of the act of March 2, 1907, commonly known 
as the expatriation act, which provides as 
follows: 

“That all children born ontside of the limits 
of the United States who are citizens thereof 
in accordance with the provisions of section 
1,993 of the revised statutes of the United 
States and who continue to reside outside the 
United States shall, in order to receive the 
protection of this government, be required 
upon reaching the age of 18 years to record

PERIL IN THE POSTAL SERVICE. 

Chicago, April 11.—({Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—The beginner in the postoffice serv- 
ice receives 60 cents an hour for such 
hours as he may be fortunate enough to 
work, and after many months, often- 
times years, of such service he fs pro- 
moted to a regular position at $1,200 a 
year. Then six years must be served 


vefore he can receive the maximum sal- 
ary of $1,650 per year. Should he enter 
as a letter carrier approximately nine 
years will be worked before the maxi- 
mum salary is received. As a clerk he 
ean reach this same maximum salary in 
seven years, but then ten’ more years 
will pass before he can hope to secure a 
transfer to the day service. 

In a recent statement to the press Con- 
gressman Madden said the entrance sal- 
ary had been raised 100 per cent in the 
last eleven years. The congressman, a 
former champion of postal workers, must 
surely know that if the entrance salary 
had remained $5% per month it would 
now be necessary to import Chinese 
coolies to do the work, for no man in 
these days of greater opportuhities would 
accept service for Uncle Sam. He also 
has failed to apprise the public of the 
long substitute service. And his state- 
ment that the maximum salary has been 
advanced 37% per cent In the last eleven 
years is certainly no inducement to any 
one, when the advance in the cost of 
living during the same period is known 
to be nearly four times as gredt. 

Hach passing day finds the employés 
becoming more radical in their views and 
conversations, because the methods of re- 
dress formerly employed no longer are 
effective. Many there are who now 
claim that lovalty under present condi- 
tions is no longer a national asset, but 
rather an evidence of cowardice. A na- 
tion is strong or weak in proportion to 
the moral courage of its personnel. Are 
government workshops to become a ren- 
dezvous for cowards? Such thoughts as 
these must surely be followed by action. 
Loyal as they are, the time is rapidiv 
approaching when these men, driven to 
desperation, will throw caution to the 
four winds and attempt to force a con- 
sideration of their case which al]! other 
methods have failed to do.

BY EYE WITNESS. | 
Having once more got himself to the 
sage in his Chicago visits when the 
Art institute guards cease debating | 
whether to call him “‘ master” or put, 
him out as an undesirable dresser, | 
joseph Pennell burst forth as follows: 
“The arts and crafts have got to; 
gouple up in this country or the arts 
| 
must shut up. 
“In Europe they’ve got just one | 
thing left to capitalize and that’s ec 
wits. And they’re industrious. Now, 
when you capitalize wits and industry | 
you've got industrial art. Hence they're | 
going to send that work over here and | 
wipe us out, unless we quit being just 
artists and learn to be know-hewers. 


Art Institute a Big Asset. 


“We've got to Master Whistler's big 
secret—the secret in doing it. 

“You can talk about the uplift and 
the soulfulness of art, but it’s got to be 
a practical business proposition. Of 
course it's Ea, to be good art first, but 
you must market good art to make it 
mean anything. 

“This town has an asset in this Art 
institute and its schools and galleries 
that’s beyond belief, but it has de- 
veloped just half the possibilities. It 
has stopped just this side of the prac- 
ticalities. 

Must Make Art Practical. 


“Here are hundreds of students. It's 
very doubtful if any one of ‘em ever 
makes a living out of art. You can 
teach ’em all there is to be taught 
about painting and sculping, but if God 
nasn’t given ‘em genius they wen't be 
great painters or sculptors. But if you 
teach em how to apply what they’ve 
earned to the practical work of lithog- 
raphy and printing and furniture and 
arpet and jewelry designing you'll 
mve some creditable art craftsmen 
tho can live by their work. 

“O, they work hard under the pres- 
mt half way system. They win prizes 
painting and sculpture, but that | 
oosn’t get ‘em anywhere. If they} 
make an illustration, the drawing of it| 
ends it. They don’t know how it’s got, 
onto the plate or the page. They're; 
not interested. They don’t think it’s 
important. 

Couldn’t Complete Work, 


“Here's how grotesque the situa- 
tion is! When I was part of the gov- 
ermmental war service machinery that 
had to do with pictorial propaganda 
our committee had to turn over the 
drawings for posters and other kinds 
of illustrative work by American art- 
ists to German craftsmen for execu- 
tion. American artists couldn't see 
their work through. - 

“American artists did the draw:ngs | 
and then Germans had to redraw it.) 
American artists were so ignorant o* 
lithography that they would turn in 
drawings in full colors, but they were 
no use until they’d been worked over. | 
Then they’d moan, ‘You've changed 
my work!’ Yes, it was deliberately | 
,changed because it wouldn't do, and) 
Germans from the arts and crafts 
schools in Leipzig and Berlin were the 
ones that did the changing. It was sv 
a Ketterlinus’s in Philadelphia. 


All German Educated. 


“Every prover, every copyist was 
a German—some of them, of course, 
long time citizens of the United States, 
but the things they, and they alone, 
knew they hadn’t learned here. And 
we'd have to tell the Americans, when 
they stormed about changes, ‘ Yes, your 
Work’s been changed because you don’t 
know a damn thing about the prac- 
Weal side of your art. You've gone 
only half way.’ 

“These young people here are ful! of 
the fine arts, part of their work, but | 
they can't see their work through. 
But Abbey and Howard Pyle and I 
Could when we were all working to- 
gether in New York. We could go. 
into the pressrooms at De Vinne’s and 
know what we were about. I was sent 
to Leipzig just before the war to rep- 
Tesent American arts at the graphic 
arts exhibition, but, dammit, there 
Wasn't anything to represent and I 
felt like a fool. 


Don't Need to Change School. 

“So I say about this Art institute, 
here’s a great machine that only wants 
developing. You don’t need to change 
this school but to add practical work. 
Make this an enormous university for 
art and the art crafts. 

“We've got just two decent schools 
in this country—West Point and An- 
napolis. And why are they unique? 
Because they don’t turn out dabsters 
and amateurs. They turn out men 
who can make war—not men who have 
learned the art of war and then have 
to delegate the making of it to some- 

else.”

Ss ubscribers Blamed by 
Company. 


“This is the voice of the people,” 
said Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Jacob Ringer in presenting witnesses 
before the public utilities commission 
yesterday who testified that th tele- 
phone service they received was poor. 
Complaints were that operators were 
slow in answering, that wrong num- 
bers were given frequently and that 
connections were cut in the midst of 
conversations. 

Alfred R. Bone, general superin- 


tendent of the telephone company, told: 


the lawyers and commissioners during 
an intermission that the great trouble 
was poor enunciation on the part of 
the person calling. This, and the fact 
that the company is 1,000 operators 
short, explained much of the trouble. 


Calls Trouble Exaggerated. 


Mr. Bone insisted, however, that the 
trouble was exaggerated. Mr. Ringer 
and his associates went out through 
the Insurance Exchange building 
where the commission has its offices 
and brought in several witnesses who 
said their service was bad. 

“TI challenge you,” said Mr. Bone 
to Mr. Ringer, “to go out with me 
to one hundred business houses at 
random and ask them what they think 
of the telephone service. I guarantee 
there will be more answers that the 
service is satisfactory than otherwise.” 

“T accept the challenge,” said Mr. 
Ringer.

One witness said he waited half an 
hour at his home for the operator to 
answer his flash and that when she 
responded he got the wrong number 
three times.
